Otis Skinner, Sarah Ctowell Le Moyne
and Eleonor Robson at English's.

English’'s Opera House has probably
never in its history held a larger or more
cultured audience than that which occu-
pied the theater last night, the occasion
being the presentation by three leading
American players of Robert irowning's
powerful drama in blank verse, “In a Bal-
cony.” This city has been the scene of
many dramatic triumphs, but none (at least
in the memory of the younger theater-
goers) has ever transcended or even
egualed that won by Mr. Skinner, Mrs. Le
Moyne and Miss Robson. If any should

feel inclined to question the truth of this
strong declaration, let him try to recall a
theatrical performance in this city that so
completely won the admiration of an audi-
€nce as (o cause people to remain in their
seals long after the last word was spoken,
applauding enthusiastically, almost wildly,
until they were rorced Lo desist from sheer
physical weariness,

This is exactly what
lish's Orers House iast night. The ap-
plause broke forth in a veritable storm
with the fall of the curiain, and even after
it had been raised and lowered four or five
times the outburst of enthusiasm continued
until first Miss tobson, then Mrs. Le
Moyne and rinally Mr. SKinpner came out
and bowed thelr appreciation. 8Still the end
came not. The people were at last indueced
tvo leave the piaynouse by Mr. Skinner
coming to the footllghts and making a
graceful speech of acknowledgment on be-
half of his distinguished associates and
himself. It was one of those remarkable
scenes that are wilnessed In a lifetime in
the theater, If lndeed so often. One must
Bot forgel that, while it was a triumph
for the players, it was also & triumph tor
the great poet who penned the words
which were made to pulsate with life and
meaning by the consummate art of the
players. The hearts of ardent Browning
admirers, who have had to bear meekly
the gibes and sneers of the unenlightened,
must have bounded with joy o the
memory of their Idol thus powerfully vin-
dicated.

The term players has peraaps been er-
roneously applied to the great trio. They
should rather be styled, in this particular
work at least, interpreters. It is idle to
talk about Mr. Skinner, Mrs. Le Moyne or
Miss Robson doing real acting in “In a
Balecony,” for one never expertences for an
instant the {illusion that is an adjunect of
acting. No one in last night's audience
saew_in Mr. Skinner a prime minister to a
queen. No one saw in Mrs. Le Moyne a
real queen. No one found himself for a
moment forgetting that Miss Robson was
herself and not Constance, companion to a
queen. What these players really did was
to pour a literal flood of Hiumination upon
the dramatic poem that no amount of in-
dividual study in private could ever trans-
form into anything but a beautiful poem.
Herein lles the value of such wonderful
efforts as that of last night. Concerning
the work of each plaver, it is difhicult to
make a distinction. Each in his or her way
seemed without fault. One e¢ould not for-
tear marveling that a hitherto compara-
tively obscure actress like Miss Robson
should in a brief space develop talent en-
titiing her to rank side by side with such
slers as Mr. Skinner and Mrs., Le Moyne.
The play, if it be permitted to call it thus,
was magnificently staged, the single scene
shown belug one of such surpassing beauty
that it received a round of applause on its
own account. Ferhaps one of the most re-
markable features of the performance was
that three players shou!d be able, without
& change of scenes and almost without ac-
tion, to hold a vast audience literally en-
thralled for an hour and fifteen minutes.
This simple fact alone speaks volumes for
the accomplishment of Mr. Skinner, Mrs.
Le Moyne and Miss Robson

Great as was the triumph of this pro-
duction, it is not likely that the impressjion
made by the little syvmbolic play preceding
it will soon fade from the memories of
those privileged {o witness it. This was

City Controller Johnson Asked to
Recommend Appropriation of

B82,000=-Municipal Aflairs.

The city Board of Health is again in
financial straits, and has asked the city
controller to recommend another appro-
priation of §,000. Clerk Zearing said yes-
terday that the money was an absolut2
necessity. Out of the 2,000 appropriation
made a short time ago there remains but
§773.11, and the greater portion of this
amount will have to be expended in the
maintenance of the various quarantines,
the payment of the extra men emploved
by the board, the purchase of new clothes
for those who are released from the pest-
house, the renting of tents and various
other things which Mr. Zearing named
with lightning-like rapidity.

City Controller Johnson declined to say
whether he would recommend the appro-
priation are not. “I will investigate,” said
he, “before 1 promise the board any more
money."

Mlt‘lllli.\!\“-STI:EET SEWER.

A Remonstrance Filed by Property
Owners with Works Board.

About twenty property holders interested
in the main sewer to be lald in East Michi-
gan street were before the Board of Works
yesterday morning. The property owners
are about equally divided, and those who
own property lyving east of the terminus
of the sewer, which will begin at Rurai
street and run west to the junction of
Pogue's run and Michigan street, filed with
the board a written remonstrance setting
out a list of objections. The remonstrance
states first that the new sewer law is voud
because it is in confilct with the Constitu-
tion of the Unitea States, and because it
violates the Constitution of the State of
Indiana.

it also states that the sewer would be of
no use to the remonstrating property hold-
ers, because their property is far from the
eastern terminus of the proposed sewer.
The remonstrating property holders aiso
say that the cost of the sewer would be
equal to the face value of their lands, and
would be a practical confiscation of their
property.

City Engineer Jeup explained to those
present that the matter of the amount of
the assessment was not before the board,
and when it did come up, if the property
holders were not satisfied with their asses.-
ments, the law gave them a hearing and
an appeal to the Circuit Court. Jf thelr
property was not benefited a dollar's worth
it could not be assessed a dollar. The most
of the property owners along the line of
the proposed sewer are in favor of the im-
provement. The board deferred final action
on the resolution until it makes a trip over
the ground next Monday.
